RIMARKABLB BPBCTACLK 



Vesuvius Opened Like a Hum Mauth 
Betow the Central Caria. 

Naples, Aug, 27.— The people of Na- 
ples an^ the environs witnessed a re- 
markable spectacle at noon Wednes- 
day. One thousand feet below the 
central cone of Vesuvius, the volcano 
opened like a huge mouth, out of 
which belched forth a stream of lava, 
which ran dewa tha alda of the moun- 
tain and at itrst saamad to maMoa tha 
obseryatery. This building, however, 
is protecte<l in the diiectlon of the 
stream by a mound of lava 200 feet 
high which was thrown out during the 
eruptions of 18»6 and 1900. The erup- 
tion occurred without any warning 
whatever. There was no eai;thauake, 
detonation or rain of stones, aothliu^ 
but a clear stream of lava and red hot 
stones, which were thrown to a height 
of 700 feet, producing an extremely 
beautiful efteet ssen from Naples. 

"Tlia atraam of lava, which wai 16 
feet broad at 11 o'cloefc Tuesday night, 
had covered a distance of 2,700 feet. 
It developed later from the direction 
of the observatory, which Is no longer 
menaced. The only danger Is for the 
net^ alactrie tramway, up the volcano, 
whiek, kMv%Nl>, Hi Urai thr not bean 
touched. The eruption already seems 
to be decreased, and It Is honed that 
no damage will result from h. 

The spectators far enough way not 
to be frightened stood entranced at 
the spectacle, but those 'nearer to the 
volcano were seised by panic when 
the eruption began and rushed down 
from the sides of the mountain and 
from the ailjac'iit <(]uiitry to the vil- 
lages of Portici and Resins, which are 
built over the ruins of Hfrculaneum. 
The alarm In these villages was some- 
what quieted by the mayor after fix- 
ing notices declaring that there was 
no danger and exhorting the people to 
remain calm.

Vienna, Aug. 17.— It is stated that 
the porte Is preparing an answer to the 
recent Bulgarian memorandum to the 
powers by note declaring Bulgaria to 
be directly raapoBsibla for tha rising 
In the village of Adrianople and de- 
clining to be answerable for the con- 
sequences. 

"Thera is a report that the porta 
baa ordlred the authorities in Mace- 
donia to protect tha Oreeka, and that 
it has also authorized the commanders 
to call l'(ir the cooperation of the 
Greek villigers against the insurgent 
leaders. ' Thera la also talk of the 
possibility of a Tnrko-Oreek alliance. 

A dispatch from Uskub reports that 
the Austrian consul has demanded the 
punishment of the colonel of an Al- 
banian regiment, the men of which 
fired their rifles Inside the town, thus 
endangering the' life of aa Austrian 
subject. 

Crawfordsville, ind., Aug. 27. — Gen. 
Lew Wallaie AVednesday night, when 
asked for a statement regarding the 
Macedonians and whether the United 
States should take any action In stop- 
ping the outbreak and massacres that 
are shocking the civilised world, said: 
"There Is nothing in the Turkish .sit- 
uation with which the American gov- 
ernment has to do.

Kansas City, Ma. Aug. 27.— The con- 
ference of the Bouthwaatern Intaratata 
Coal Operators' association adjourned 
sine die. There were S6 operators of 

the three districts in t&e southwest in 
the conference, and the flrst work 
done was to agree not to accede to 
the demands of the Missouri miners, 
^e confarenca voted that tha oparap 
tors should stand together in a defen- 
sive alliance and that all should flght 
for one and one for all aa against tha 
miners' union. 

Just before the close of the morning 
session a motion waa. adopted calling 
for the appointment of a committee of 
five to tnke up the matters at issue 
with .luhn Mill hell, president of the 
National .Mine Workers' Union of Am- 
erica. The object of the committee is 
to appear before Preeident Mitchell 
and request that the dlfllcultles in 
MIssonfi be f^' ' by arbitration. It 
is believed thai next Tuesday morn 
ing, September 1, every coal mine in 
the Btate of Missouri will be shut 
down by a general strike unless In 
the meantime President Mitchell or 
the national board of the union ad- 
viaee the Missouri miners not to strike 
pending a settlement by arbitration. 

The commission will leave for In- 
dianapolis Thursday to lay the mat- 
ter before President Mitchell. He will 
be naked to use his good ofllces In 
whatsoever way he can. The opera- 
tors will suggest that two new scale 
committees lie appointed. If tlu y can 
not arrive at a settlement arl)itraiion 
is proposed. The committee will urge 
President Mitchell to advise the MU- 
souri miners not to go on strike Tues- 
day, but to keep on working until tha 
matter is finally settled. 

The opf rators will agree to pay 
whatever scale is finally decided upon 
from September 1. If President Mitch> 
ell or the national board can not pre- 
vent a strike pending arbitration the 
operators may then make a general 

a|»i>» al l(ir arbitration.
